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City Council Refuses

At the first meeting of the city 


council in three weeks Monday 
night, October 6th, a resolution was 
passed by the city council investing 
J. M. Pearson with the signatory 
•powers of James J. Saunders, who 
recently underwent a serious opera- 
tion, and appointing Pearson acting 
chief of police of the city of Covina 
during Saunders' recovery. 


Following the appearance of two 


street paving protestors of San Jose 
street several weeks ago, an inform- 
al petition was received Monday 
night carrying the names of a num- 
ber of property owners along both 
San Jose and East College streets 
against the paving of those thoro- 
fares. Insofar as these protests are 
presented before the publication of 
the articles of intention, specifying 
the cost and method of paving, they 
will not be considered until after 
such publication. 


City Engineer DeMott did not 


present any street report at this 
meeting as he is still surveying and 
drawing up specifications. 


W. G. Conn, editor and publisher 


of the San Gabriel Valley Digest, 
appeared to ask that the council 
suspend city ordinance No. 151, ar- 
ticle 63, which prohibits solicitation 
of advertising except by one doing 
business in Covina or by one hold- 
ing a proper license. He also indi-

peace officers in the county.

plete recovery is anticipated by his 
friends.

Fumigation and spraying activities 


in citrus orchards of this district are 
just about to come to a close. All 
tents will be hauled in by the last 
of the month and another seasonal 
war against orange and lemon pests 
will officially be ended. 


The season started the first of 


August in this valley and has been 
comparatively short. The early clos- 
ing is due to much activity during 
the summer months, many growers 
requesting fumigation or spraying 
of theor orchards earlier than usual. 


Approximately 1300 acres of 


groveland have been fumigated this 
season to date by the Covina Valley 
Fumigating company, according to 
F. H. Sherman, manager. Practi- 
cally all of the local valley is covered 
with the exception of probably 100 
acres which will be treated between 
now and the first of November. Ap- 
proximately -2500 pounds of liquid 
hydrocyanic gas,_ representing $15- 
000, were used in fumigation by the 
Covina Valley plant, mostly for 
eradication of red scale.

Supply company of North Pomona, 
another local concern, serves about 
600 additional members with or- 
chards located at Charter Oak, San 
Dimas, La Verne, Claremont, Monte 
Vista and immediate Pomona terri- 
tory.

chard heating. r'Thfe effectiveness of- 
heating, .when-properly.handled, is 
no longer open to question; and is 
now considered practically as a 
necessity. 


Numerous schemes for orchard 


protection, such as central heating 
plants and steam heat, have proved 
unsuccessful. Orchard heating is at 
present the only efficient and suc- 
cessful method of protecting or- 
chards from frost damage on a large 
scale. 


If it is to be practiced successfully 


it must be handled with as much 
care and attention as spraying, fumi- 
gating or any other necessary farm 
work. The secret .of success will be 
found in adequate equipment, good 
judgment, attention to detail, and 
extreme vigilance. An inadequate 
number of fires to the acre may 
often be worse than none at all, as 
the cost of firing may have to be 
added to the loss of the crop. 


At the present time oil is an over- 


whelming favorite as a fuel for frost 
protection. Experience has shown 
that if the proper grade of oil is 
used, this ^fuel involves the least 
amount of labor. On the other hand, 
briquets have certain advantages 
over oil, particularly for protecting 
small acreages. 


For the best distribution of heat 


thruout an orchard it is better to 
have the heaters placed in every 
row, if possible, instead of concen- 
trating them in alternate rows, mak- 
ing for a more general intermixing 
of the warmed air with the sur- 
rounding cold air. The failure of the 
air drift during a freeze may cause 
considerable damage in rows with- 
out heaters. 


As a precautionary measure it is 


well to do a little test firing at the 
beginning of the season to make sure 
that the torches and other equip- 
ment are in working order. Defects 
may be found that can easily be 
remedied in daylight, but which 
would cause the loss of much val- 
uable time on a cold night.

Fire Loss This 


Year Ovfcr Last 


With this as fire prevention week 


and the beginning of a season.of 
cooler and wetter weather, it is in- 
teresting to note that to date Cali- 
fornia has had fewer disastrous for- 
est fires than in any other season. 
During the month' of October forest 
rangers breathed a sigh of relief, for 
the danger is lessened considerably 
by a decided change in humidity. 


Proof that people are thinking 


more about fire prevention, due to 
vigilance of rangers and educational 
campaigns, is shown in the figures 
of three seasons. This year, from 
January 1st to September 10th, Cali- 
fornia had a total of 27,727 acres 
burned. Compare this with 1929, 
over the same period of time, when 
73,032 acres were destroyed, and 
with the disastrous 1928 season, 
when the damage covered 215,000 
acres. 


The gigantic fire loss of the na- 


tion, which exceeds that of any other 
country, constitutes a menace to 
prosperity. Citizens of the state and 
country, aware of the fact that if 
such destruction continues without 
some check or replacement, are re- 
sponding with a fine spirit in a re- 
forestation program. 


Altho the program was not started 


until January this year because of 
the late rains, several 
extensive 


plantings were made. Under special 
permit arrangements, property own- 
ers in Antelope valley planted 2215 
trees along county roads in their 
vicinity. Three more parks were 
completely developed and land- 
scaped: Itexter canyon, McNees and 
Val Verde; and rejuvenation work 
was carried on at several of the other 
parks. 


A recent meeting of the San Gab- 


riel river chapter of the Izaak Wal- 
ton League of America, held in 
Glendora, resulted in added local 
enthusiasm in conservation, and was 
attended by representatives of Mon- 
rovia, Azusa, Glendora, Covina and 
other valley cities. A lengthy dis- 
cussion was held of the tree-plant- 
ing campaign' to reforest southern 
California lands, and a committee 
composed of Frank Stokes of Co- 
vina, Jack Calvert of Azusa, Everett 
LaFetra of Glendora, and Dr. W. G. 
Barks of Monrovia, was named to 
select an area for tree planting by 
the local chapter. The chapter hopes 
to enlist the aid of the Boy Scouts, 
and Los Angeles county nurseries 
will furnish the trees, it is under- 
stood. The next regular meeting of 
the local chapter will be held Mon- 
day, November 24th, in Azusa, at 
which time'" a 'venison dinner will 
be served. 


The total loss from fires in all 


county districts for the past year 
amounts to $316,795. With a popula- 
tion in unincorporated areas in the 
protection districts amounting to 
299,189 people, the per capita loss 
was $1.059. The estimated per capita 
loss from fire in the United States 
last year was $4.05.

Local Cactus 


Garden Second 
Mo st Co nip le te 


The Heavy Training Season Is On 
By Albert T. Reid 


By NELSON PAUL 


The latest horticultural craze in 


western states gardening is that of 
cactus cultivation. Department of 
agriculture reports indicate 
that 


popular interest in cactus appears 
periodically—that during 1912 there 
was a noticeable demand for infor- 
mation concerning this group, but 
after 1915 it died away until about 
two years ago. Since then inquiries 
have been received at Washington 
by the hundreds. 


What is called the largest and 


mdet complete cactus garden in the 


ion. Seven acres- are there 


devoted to its cultivation, and some 
of the most rare species may be seen 
in its beds. 


The second most complete garden 


of this spiney plant is located on the 
Maechtlen ranch on East Badillo 
street, Covina. Hundreds of varie- 
ties are there collected and many 
specimens of each. Very rare types 
such as Cephalocereus Hoppensted- 
tii, which is said to be the only 
plant of its kind outside of a hot- 
house in Italy, are placed among 
hundreds of others, less valuable 
but exceedingly interesting. Many 
plants in the collection have attainec 
the height of ten and fifteen feet 
zig-zagging upward in typical cactus 
fashion' and bearing from time to 
time water-lily-like blooms in rose 
crimson, purple, yellow, orange anc 
scarlet, but never blue. Often the 
blossoms open up white and later 
turn rose-colored with age. 


Among dozens of queer shapes 


sizes and developments are, for in- 
stance, one variety called "Bishop's 
Cap" for its unusual angular shape 
the "Old Man," having an abund- 
ance1 of white hairs spreading over 
its top; and the Monslrosis, so ir- 
regular in shape that it is called the 
"Monster." 


Scarcely any group in the whole 


vegetable kingdom is more remark- 
able for i(4 strange and varied forms 
than the cactus. It is not confined to 
desert regions entirely, as is some- 
tunes believed. In the moist forests 
of the tropics, which are so different 
from the ordinary habitat of the 
cactus, it is represented by a num- 
ber of interesting forms often scram- 
bling in growth, bearing edible fruit. 
And at least two species extend 
northward as far as British Colum- 
bia. 


Most varieties, however, flourish 


especially 
well in 
southwestern 


United States, the Mexican plateau, 
the peninsula of Baja California, 
and in the southern part of the Mex- 
ican state of Puebla, which last re- 
gion is celebrated for its remarkable 
and gigantic tree-like forms. In fact, 
the cacti are confined almost en- 
tirely to America, where it is be- 
lieved they originated; one excep- 
tion, a mistletoe-like clinger^ having 
found its way to Africa and Ceylon, 
and another prickly pear variety oc- 
curring on the shores of the Medi- 
terranean, in South Africa and Aus- 
tralia. 


One variety, resembling great bar- 


rels studded with spines and com- 
monly known as "barrel cactus," is 
filled with pulp of a consistency sim- 
ilar to watermelon rind, which is 
often made into conserves and "cac- 
tus" candy like citron. 


Another type, a certain species of 


Opuntia, leave stout and bony-like 
skeletons, which are used in some 
districts as walking-sticks and made 
into legs of furniture, napkin rings 


and even veneering for woodwork. 
n Lower California, where other 
•egetation is lacking, these stems 
are even used for constructing ha- 
>itations and indosures. 


In most cases it is the stem of the 


cactus that is most evident.. Leaves 
ire present in nearly all species, but 
Tequently are so small, compared 
with the size of the spikes on the 
stem, that they can scarcely be seen 
with the naked eye. In only a few 
cases are the leaves large, and per- 
fectly developed. 


The flowers are -usually solitary, 


some lasting-only a few hours, others 
for a day and some persisting for as 
long as three and four days before 
fading. And the fruits of certain 
species are known to be delicious for 
their fine flavor and juicy pulp. Of 
medical importance is the narcotic 
peyote or "mezcal button," used in 
cases of fever by certain tribes of 
Indians for many years. 


An interesting fact which is not 


generally known is that no cactus 
fossils have ever been found, indi- 
cating that it must be a late develop- 
ment. Its original form is the Peres- 
kia, a vine-like plant with leaves 
similar to the lemon, having a small 
white flower, and spikes on its stem. 
Examples of this species are to be 
seen in several garden collections in 
this vicinity, among them Mrs. Max- 
field Foster's of West Covina boule- 
vard, Mrs. F. O. Frazier of Baldwin 
Park, and the Maechtlen collection. 


Among Mrs. Frazier's collection of 


nearly one hundred different species 
are the "Beaver's Tails," so called 
because of their flat-rounded shape; 
the "Silver Platter"; the "Fish Hook" 
variety, named because of their 
hook-like spikes; the "Lawyer's 
Tongues"; and several succulent or 
fleshy varieties, one the Opuntia Su- 
mlata, unusual in that it has well- 
'ormed leaves; another Echeueria 
Weinbergii, a putty-colored flower- 
shaped plant; and still another call- 
ed "Old Hen and. Chickens," with 
which she has bordered her beds. 


Mrs. 
Maxfield Foster's collection, 


another very fine local group of cac- 
ti, includes such species as Mon- 
strosus Fermosa from the Sandwich 
islands; "Pipe Organ" cactus; "Liv- 
ing Rock," a very interesting plant 
appearing to be a rough grey-green 
rock; "Gas Mantle" cactus; "Rat 
Tail" cactus; and about fifty "Rain- 
bow" plants with pink coloring thru 
the upper part. 


Many of the above named varie- 


ties are to be found in other collec- 
tions mentioned, as well as one

other outstanding plant, Opuntia Mi- 
crodasys, flat and green with tiny 
bunches of yellow stickers spotting 
the surface. This species is very 
herd to handle, it is said, because 
the fine spikes break off so easily 
and get into the clothes and skin, 
causing serious irritation and refus- 
ing to be withdrawn. 


Most western states have passed 


laws prohibiting the picking of cac- 
tus varieties, except Nevada. Cali- 
fornia state has no such law, but 
most of its counties where cactus 
grow have issued proclamations and 
passed laws to that effect. By secur- 
ing permits, many cactus gatherers 
have been able to continue collec- 
tion of specimens.

Eaton Requests 


Funds for Work 


in San Gabriel 


A request that he be furnished 


with authority and funds to begin 
geological exploration work for the 
first of the three dams planned'for 
San Gabriel canyon to take the 
place of the abandoned high dam 
project at the Forks site, was made 
this week by Chief Engineer Eaton 
of the flood control district to the 
board of supervisors. 


Eaton's request asks for an ap- 


propriation of $40,000, the money to 
come from the saving his depart- 
ment has made thruout the year on 
various flood control projects. It 
would not come from the $25,000,000 
bond issue money voted by the tax- 
payers for the high dam, of which 
there is $21,000,000 left 


Some time ago Engineer Eaton 


told the board of supervisors that 
three small dams can be built hi 
the canyon for less than the re- 
maining balance of the bond issue 
and that they will perform the same 
work. Not only can the three dams 
be built, but a spreading ground as 
well, he contends. 


Preparations are being made by 


taxpayers in the San Gabriel valley 
and by concerns interested in the 
selling of the dam bonds to institute 
a friendly suit to carry up to the 
supreme court to determine whether 
the board may spend the balance 
of the high dam issue for the smaller 
ones. 


"We should do something in order 


to get started on some plan to check 
floods in the canyon," said Super- 
visor Shaw. 
' 


Because, however, of the absence 


of Supervisor Beaty, injured in an 
airplane crash at Kings City last 
Saturday, and Supervisor Quinn 


who is attending the Legion con- 
tention at Boston, Supervisors Shaw, 
[raves and Wright voted to lay the 


matter over one week. 


"I am sure that Supervisor Quinn 


is for allocating this money from 
our savings on other jobs and am 
expecting a wire from him to that 
effect," Eaton told the board. 


The engineer seeks the money for 


geological exploration work at what 
is known as damsite No. 1 in the 
new plan. This is two miles below 
Jie Forks site where the high dam 
project was stopped by State en- 
gineers after a landslide. Two other 
small dams are planned for sites 
above the high dam, or Forks site. 


"Fully 20 per cent has been sav- 


ed this year on various contracts 
performed for the flood control dis- 
trict," Eaton declared. 


He said that the exploration work 


will consist of taking large-sized 
borings and digging tunnels into the 
hills. It will take three months to 
do the work and give as many as 
100 men employment.

reaching 4600 f«iet, and drops down 
to Las Vegas, Nevada. The roads in 
Nevada were not excellent, but pass- 
able. The autoists went thru St. 
George and Cadar City and on into 
the Salt Lake valley, having some! 
short layovers due to heavy rains. 


A few days' were spent in Salt 


City, visiting the Mormon tab- 


Tnacle and other points which the 
people are eager to show and ex- 
jlain to the tourist, especially the 
>ipe organ which may be heard over 
radio station KSL every night at 11 
o'clock, and the seagull monument, 
erected after the crops had been 
saved from the ravishes of grass- 
loppers by flocks of seagulls. 


The Snake river valley in Idaho 


was very beautiful, Mr. Huntington 
said, an agricultural country, altho 
no corn was raised on account of the 
short seasons. 


Yellowstone park was approached 


thru Idaho. The park extends into 
Idaho, Montana and Wyoming, and 
within a few miles one passes from 
one state to another. It is the larg- 
est park in area in the United States, 
covering two million acres. It was 
discovered by John Coulter, a mem- 
ber of the Lewis and Clark expe- 
dition, in 1787, and at intervals 
thereafter from 1829 to 1872 explor- 
ers found their way into it. The ap- 
proach from the west was heavily 
wooded with Douglas fir, the pla-

The life of both Mr. and Mrs. 


Houser is interwoven with the early 
history of the state of California, 
Mr. Houser having accompanied his 
parents, Mr. and ;Mrs. Daniel Houser, 
and older brothers and sisters from 
Mt. Carroll, Illinois, hi 1862, when a 
mere lad. The journey was made in 
a, covered wagon, occupying five 
months' time. Mrs. Houser, whose 
maiden name was Mary K Pampel 
was born in Richmond, Iowa, ane 
made the trip to California with her 
parents and family by way of the 
improved and at that time modern 
method of traveling, the emigrant 
train. The trip was made in eight 
days, the family arriving at Modesto, 
June 6, 1878. 


Mr. and Mrs. Houser were mar- 


ried at Lathrop, October 13, 1880, 
Elder George G. Wolfe of the 
Brethren 
church performing the 


ceremony. After residing for six 
years in the San Joaquin valley, 
where Mr. Houser was a grain 
grower, the family came to Covina, 
locating at the corner of Hollenbeck 
and Puente streets on a part of the 


original holdings of Mr. Houser's 
'ather, Daniel Houser.-/.This lane 
was covered with sunflowers higher 
than a tall man's head, and the first 
work in starting a home was to 
3reak the sunflowers down with iron 
rails. 
Wood was scarce and the 


large stalks were dried and used a 
fuel. Catching a vision of the fu- 
ture, Mr. Houser planted the orange 
seeds and raised his stock, set out his 
grove and built his home. The same 
house stands today, occupied by his 


group to be found hi the park. At 
all four groups, however, may be 
had hotel, lodge, cabin and camping 
accommodations, making it possible 
for the tourist of small means to be 
comfortable, as well as the party 
with money-for luxuries. 


Mr. Huntington described

'as discovered in 1901 by Jim White, 
stockman, who saw a black cloud 


rising from the ground, said cloud 


roving to be thousands of bats 
merging from the cavern for their 
vening meal. Early explorations 
were partly due to the removal of 
lousands of tons of bat guano. 
The age of the cavern is estimated 


jy geologists to be oyer fifty million 
fears, and the series of chambers 
which have been explored cover 
bout 8000 acres. It is supposed that 
ither series exist on another floor, 
lie part visible to tourists is lighted 
jy electricity, making it possible to 
ee the vivid colors in the rocks and 
mineral secretions. The trip is eas- 
ly made by automobile, either from

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BREAD IS THE BEST 


OF SINGLE FOODS 


But U.S. Public Health Service Explains That 


Man Cannot Live by Bread Alone 


By CALEB JOHNSON 


That "bread is the staff of life," 


is an old saying familiar to every- 
body. 


It was a wise man, whose name 


I have been unable to find, who 
added, "but bread and butter is a 
gold-headed cane." 


For the experiments in diet con- 


ducted by the United States public 
health service, while they indicate 
that the nearest approach to a per- 
fect food is whole wheat bread, fully 
bear out the truth which is set forth 
in the Bible, in both the Old Testa- 
ment and the New, that "man can- 
not live by bread alone." 


There is no single perfect food, 


tho there are so-called "dieticians" 
and food experts who claim that all 
bodily needs can be satisfied by a 
single substance. If that were so, 
and we could find that substance, 
what a care-free world this would 
be! No more worry about choosing 
our meals, only one thing to grow to 
feed everybody—it would be mar- 
velous. But that isn't the way na- 
ture works, the men at Washington 
say, whose business it is to keep 
their finger on the nation's pulse. 


There are only a few substances 


which contain the proportions of 
protein and the fuel foods necessary 
for human needs. 


If. for instance, you eat enough 


beef to satisfy the protein needs of 
the body and eat nothing else, you 
will have an insufficient supply of 
fuel. If you eat enough beef to sup- 
ply the fuel needs of the body you 
will take in too much protein. On 
the other hand, if you try to live on 
fruit you will have to eat about the 
equivalent of 35 pounds of apples to 
supply the necessary protein, where- 
as nine pounds would supply suffi- 
cient energy, but there would be a 
shortage of protein. Baked potatoes, 
onions, corn, almonds and bread ap- 
proach a balanced diet, but even 
these fall far short. Potatoes and 
corn alone would have to be con- 
sumed in large quantities to meet 
the needs. 


Taken by itself, good bread, made 


of whole grain, comes the nearest, 
perhaps, of all food articles to fur- 
nishing a balanced food diet of satis- 
factory bulk. With bread is included 
a variety of flour preparations such 
as macaroni, biscuits, Vienna rolls, 
and crackers, but to-try .to. live, on 
these alone would be manifestly ab- 
surd. 


If we cannot live on bread alone, 


certainly we shall not be able to find 
any other substance that will meet 
the dietary requirements of the day. 
It is necessary to combine high pro- 
tein foods with low protein foods in 
such proportions as will furnish 
bulk, the proper nutritive ratio, and 
will, at the same time, suit the taste. 
Protein foods are, as you know, 
mostly of animal origin and foods 
low in protein value are mostly of 
vegetable origin. A balanced ratio, 
selected to meet all three require- 
ments, bulk, protein ration and 
tatste, is likely, therefore, to con- 
tain minerals of both animal and 
vegetable origin. At any rate it is 
only by means of a mixed diet that 
we are able to maintain a satisfac- 
tory ration. For infants milk is, of 
course, a complete food, especially 
mother's milk—but as the child de- 
velops this even does not suffice. 


A large part of the malnutrition in 


children is due to the lack of a bal- 
anced diet. People who are unac- 
quainted with the importance of a 
balanced diet often purchase food 
entirely on the basis of appetite or 
the temptations of market. 
Also 


there are those who are so poor as 
to be unable to buy anything but 
the cheapest articles to be obtained, 
and such persons often suffer from 


malnutrition. 


In the case of school children the 


indulgence of the appetite in an ex- 
cessive amount of sweets and the 
consequent throwing of the diet out 
of balance has been found to be one 
of the most frequent causes of mal- 
nutrition. The resort to cheap foods 
may lead to malnutrition thru an 
excessive a m o u n t 
of starches. 


Starchy foods are usually the cheap- 
est foods that can be purchased, 
and while good foods, should not be 
used to excess. 


There are two serious objections 


to the excessive use of meat. The 
first objection is concerned with the 
chemical side. There are substances 
produced in the digestion of meat 
which may prove to be injurious to 
the cells of the body, particularly if 
too much is eaten. Some individuals 
are able to throw off these sub- 
stances more easily and as a result 
do not suffer. Other people, how- 
ever, accumulate these products in 
the body until they result in injury. 


With the excessive use of meat a 


person is likely to accumulate an ex- 
cess of protein. This is a danger 
which should not be minimized be- 
cause any excess of proteins, unless 
burned up by physical exercise, must 
be thrown off from the body by the 
action of the liver and kidneys be- 
cause the body has no way of stor- 
ing up a surplus of proteins. If we 
take too much fat or carbohydrates 
we are usually able to convert some 
carbohydrates into fat. This is de- 
posited in cells under the skin, and 
likewise should be gotten rid of by 
proper habits of exercise. 


Most of us of sedentary habits 


could probably get along with much 
less meat than we use and most of 
us would probably benefit by reduc- 
ing the amount of meat in our daily 
diet. Some people depend more up- 
on meat than do others and in favor 
of meat it may be said that the pro- 
teins which are contained in meats 
are apparently more easily digested 
and more easily absorbed than are 
proteins contained in vegetables. 


There is an old superstition that 


has gained much general credence. 
You probably have heard it said 
that "every part feeds a part," that 
is, that certain foods should be 
eaten for the benefit of special parts 
of the body.... Some,,,.people believe 
that beef should be eaten to develop 
the muscles, fat should be eaten to 
preserve the hair, fish should be eaten 
for brain food, and celery for nerve 
food. If you stop to consider that in 
the process of digestion all carbo- 
hydrates are changed to simple 
sugars, all fats to simple soaps and 
glycerines, and all proieins to sim- 
ple nitrogenous compounds you will 
see how absurd it is to claim a spec- 
ial value for one kind of food in 
connection with the building up of 
any special part or tissue. 


All products of protein, fat and 


carbohydrates after digestion are 
distributed in great measure, with- 
out discrimination by the blood, and 
the cells of the body draw their 
supply of nourishment from this 
general store. 


Another fact should not be lost 


sight of. Ordinary food materials 
contain an abundance of salts in 
their natural condition and it is rare 
to see a person suffering from lack 
of minerals in the diet. With the 
development of manufacturing pro- 
cesses, however, and the overrefine- 
ment of certain foods which are 
prepared for the market, some lime, 
much of the phosphorus, and other 
of the mineral substances are fre- 
quently lost. The advice holds that 
the nearer you can secure your 
foods in nature's original packages 
the less you need to concern your-

Fish and Game 


Conservation 


Up to Voters 


Insofar as fish and game in Cali- 


fornia are on the verge of practi- 
cally total extinction, due to the an- 
:iquated, cumbersome and conflict- 
ing fish and game laws now exis- 
.ent, 
amateur hunters and fishermen, 


as well as all persons interested hi 
conservation of natural resources, 
are vitally concerned with one 
amendment in the November elec- 
tion—that of organization of a fish 
and game commission of five mem- 
bers, appointed by the governor on 
a non-partisan basis, and having full 
regulatory powers over all matters 
pertaining to fish and game, similar 
to those exercised by the railroad 
commission over public utilities. 


All petitions, protests and requests 


will be handled directly thru the 
commission, thus relieving the legis- 
lature of the congestion of fish and 
game legislation and removing the 
latter from the influence of political 
complications. 


Enactments of the commission will 


be subject to ratification by the gov- 
ernor. The commissioners will serve 
for a term of six years each, so ar- 
ranged that two commissioners will 
retire every two years. 


Heretofore, whenever 
construc- 


tive legislation has been sought, it 
has been necessary to go before the 
state legislature. 
Once there, the 


desired measure most frequently was 
lost in the mass of legislation or be- 
came involved in the intricacies of 
political intrigue. As a result, in the 
past, very little conservation has 
been accomplished. 


At present the fishing industry 


along the coast is bringing millions 
to private owners, most of whom 
are foreigners. The law as it now 
stands is unable to control these out- 
siders who are so rapidly extermin- 
ating marine life. Unless something 
is done before many years the fish- 
ing industry will soon be gone.

Milk proteins and fats of all kinds 
are digested with relative ease, but 
the protein and fats of meat are in- 
closed within cell walls. The ma- 
terial of which these cell walls are 
composed is not so easily digested. 
In cooking much of this material is 
broken up, but here again the man- 
ner of cooking has an influence up- 
on digestion. 


Prevent Burning 


of Tender Bark 
by Whitewashing 


Advice is given growers of young 
ruit trees by W. H. Williams, assis- 
ant farm advisor of Los Angeles 
:ounty, concerning protection of 
ender bark from sunburn, which 
iftentimes is so badly burned that 
good places are opened for entrance 
if boring insects. These insects do 
not stop with the sun-injured area, 
jut bore on around the young trees, 
rt'ten causing their death. 


Old bark usually becomes quite 


hick and acts more or less as an 
nsulation by protecting the tender 
nner bark from sun injury, but 
foung trees have only a thin bark, 
turning results in destruction of 
he cambrium and often more than 
lalf girdles the tree. • 


All young trees should be kept 


jyell whitewashed to insure protec- 
ion from the sun's rays, which have 
ieen found to raise the temperature 
of the bark to at least 140 degrees. 
On young walnut or apple trees, 
hese areas injured by borers show 
is smooth purple spots with no break 
.n them, the borers having gone 
quite a distance under the bark. 


A good durable whitewash is made 


as follows: quicklime, five pounds; 
salt, one-half pound; and sulphur, 
one-fourth pound. 


The lime is slowly slaked with 


water and the salt and sulphur add- 
ed while it is boiling. Enough water 
is added to make a good wash.

duction. 


All the same, this is a real prob- 


lem for poultrymen to solve. 


His pullets may be well bred, well 


fed, 
well housed and cared for, but 


when the price of eggs begins to 
soar in the fall they may stop lay- 
ing to molt and he is powerless.

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Airplanes Aid Agriculture— 


Airplanes are becoming more and more useful in the 


progress of our civilization. Farmers in central Oregon 
have been saved thousands of dollars during the summer 
months by having their crops of clover sprayed with sul- 
phur dust from the air to destroy mildew. It was found 
that the sulphur dust sprayed from a plane covered the 
plant leaves above and below, which was believed impos- 
sible by means of ground-spraying. 


Airplanes have been used previously in dusting or- 


chards and in seeding rice fields on the west coast. These 
practices are believed to have encouraged farmers to try 


. out planes for crop-dusting, and next year further uses 


are; expected. 


In the hands of a skillful pilot and spray operator, the 


possibility of termite control on local groves is evident. 
Maintaining a speed of about 125 miles an hour and flying 
close to the ground, just over the groves, there is no ques- 
tion but what much time and labor can be saved in con- 
trol operations. 


Furthermore, use of airplanes in wiping out mosquito 


breeding grounds thruout the United States and South 
America is being advanced by health officials. Enormous 
areas of land, now rendered practically uninhabitable by 
mosquitos and helping to cause 2000 deaths every year 
in this country from malaria, will in the future be reclaim- 
ed by aerial poison attacks, according to plans of officials. 


This war to be waged against insects should be of great 


interest to operators who are considering the organization 
of dusting divisions. No vehicle save the airplane can 
quickly, effectively and economically reach large areas 
overgrown with vegetation.

The Value of Tourists— 
\ 


International advertising campaigns) involving millions 


of dollars, are being carried on by eighteen foreign govern- 
ments to attract tourists within their boundaries. The im- 
portance of receipts from tourists is made evident by a 
statement this month from Pierre Meynial, French finan- 
cial expert. Meynial declares that more than one-half of 
the extraordinary financial recovery of France from her 
post-war depression is directly attributed to revenues re- 
ceived from foreign tourists. 


So important is the tourist business in France that a 


minister of "tourism" has been made a member of the 
French cabinet. 


Europe is in the tourist business in a big way. An ad- 


vertising budget of $4,000,000 per year has been announc- 
ed for Germany and $2,400,000 for F,rance. England has 
appropriated $1,000,000 this year in a tourist promotional 
budget. 


Government railroads in Hungary, Denmark, Norway, 


Belgium, Sweden, India and Switzerland are doing aggres- 
sive and appealing advertising. Bermuda, Cuba, Spain, 
Italy, Russia and South Africa are likewise doing tourist 
advertising, with their major appeal directed to American 
tourists. 


Tourist expenditures in Japan are approximately $26,- 


000,000, constituting their third largest industry, and an 
annual appropriation of $1,000,000 has been asked for pro- 
motion. 


Safety Versus Natural Beauty— 


In spite of the fact that the long row of eucalpytus trees 


stretching from Lark Ellen to Citrus on Rowland avenue 
is forty-five years old and one of the most beautiful lanes 
of southern California, several property owners along that 
road have petitioned the county forestry department to 
trim them back to prevent any accidents that might occur 
thus winter when heavy rains may cause some of their 
overhanging branches to break off. 


Work began oh the trimming at the West Covina line, 


just this side of Azusa avenue, last week, and approxi- 
mately forty trees have been shorn of their foliage be- 
tween a half and a third of their height down. 


It is unfortunate that such a row of eucalyptus has to 


be so closely trimmed. What has been an object of local 
pride in the past will appear as nothing more than a string 
of stumps for at least six months, and never will be as at- 
tractive as they are now. It will take at least two or three 
years to bring them out to a point where the present cut- 
ting is hidden by new growth—and then they will look 
"cultivated" and somewhat unnatural. 


However, public safety is more valuable than natural 


beauty, and measures must be taken to prevent possible 
falling branches from bringing about tragedy. The first 
of this week on Badillo street, just west of Second street, 
witnessed the falling of a huge limb from a pepper tree 
across the public sidewalk, fortunately not hurting any 
pedestrians. 


Man is continually finding cause, both justifiable and 


otherwise, for limiting the natural growth about him— 
either because it makes too much shade, obstructs traffic, 
endangers the lives of passersby, or because he is not in 
sympathy with trees. It is inevitable in every commun- 
ity—even tho natural beauty is one of the major assets.

This amendment will 
enable the legislature to fix these 
salaries in accordance with present 
day economic conditions. 


Proposition No. 9, the San Fran- 


cisco harbor bond issue. This pro- 
poses a $10,000,000 bond issue for 
the improvement of San Francisco 
harbor, the interest and redemption 
to be paid from harbor receipts. It 
assumes that harbor receipts will be 
sufficiently in excess of present com- 
mitments to take care of interest and 
redemption. San Francisco harbor 
is controlled by the state and the 
only way in which it can derive 
money for its improvement is by the 
passage by the state-wide electorate 
of the authority for this bond issue. 


Proposition No. 6, relating to toll 


bridges. This proposition amends 
section 1 of article XHI of the con- 
stitution relating to property exempt 
from taxation by providing that if 
toll bridges be acquired by the state, 
county, or city and county, or muni- 
cipality, they shall not be subject to 
the constitutional grant of exemp- 
tion attaching to other property 
owned by these governments, but 
shall continue to pay taxes to the 
county, or city and county, where 
they are located, during the life' oi 
their original franchise or until the 
owner government ceases to collec 
tolls thereon. On the occurrence o: 
which event or either thereof, the 
property automatically becomes ex- 
empt from taxation. 


Proposition No. 18, relating to mo- 


tor vehicle taxation. This proposi- 
tion provides that the legislature 
shall fix and determine a methot 
for collection by the motor vehicle 
registration department of the state 
a tax in lieu of such personal prop- 
erty tax on motor vehicles, presum- 
ably at the time the present license 
is paid and that 95 per cent of the 
amount so collected shall be return- 
ed to the counties in proportion to 
auto registration. This amendment 
grows out of the seeming impossi- 
bility of collecting uniformly a tax 
on motor vehicles, under present 
provisions, and a desire to make un- 
necessary the present tremendous 
percentage costs incurred in the at- 
tempt to do so. The proposed method 
of collection would save large sums 
now expended ineffectively in at- 
tempting to administer the present 
personal property tax act, and would 
bring about a uniform payment by 
all motor vehicle owners instead'of 
allowing approximately 30 to 40 per 
cent to escape taxation on this class 
of property. 
This proposal was 


drawn and sponsored by the county 
revenue officers of the state, espec- 
ially the county assessors," in a sin- 
cere effort on their part to bring 
about equality in taxation as be- 
tween automobile owners. It is not 
intended to increase the tax on in- 
dividual automobiles but will in- 
crease the aggregate of collections by 
making it possible to collect from 
those now escaping taxation. 


Proposition No. 15, relative to the 


Huntington library and art gallery. 
Huntington library and art gallery 
is open to public use and has been 
offered to the state. This amendment 
accepts the gift and exempts it from 
future taxation. It is fair that this 
property be exempted from taxation, 
since it will become stated owned 
property, which, in general, is ex- 


o raise any money or levy a tax 
or its upkeep. 
Proposition No. 14, relative to the 


>ermanent registration 
of voters. 


This initiative act is intended to 
make registration of voters perma« 
nent until cancelled at the voter's 
•equest or on his death, removal, 
nsanity, conviction of felony or by 
udgment. It provides that on Jan- 
uary 1st of odd numbered years 
egistration of all electors not voting 
it the last preceding August pri- 
mary or November general election 
hall be cancelled. The amendment 
equires that notice of such can- 
^ellation be mailed to each person 
en days prior to the close of regis- 
ration for any subsequent election. 
The person must re-register before 
rating. The effect of the adoption 
jf this proposal would be to obviate 
he trouble and expense of working 
mt a complete new register of vot- 
ers each two years. The act is spon- 
ored by the registration and elec- 
ion officials rather generally. This 
iroposal will cut down the costs of 
egistration4 
Section Devoted 


to Punted Ball 
Slightly Changed 


One other grid rule was slightly 


altered by members of the national 
'ootball rules committee in a tele- 
phonic vote recently. Much heated 
debate among coaches and officials 
since the opening of the season caus- 
ed the action on rule seven, section 
six, article one on page 31 of the 
1930 
football guide, eliminating the 


defensive team's alternative in put- 
ing a punted ball into play and de- 
fining when a ball shall be consid- 
ered dead. 


The announcement, as made by 


5*. A. Lambert, Columbus member 
of the national committee, is as fol- 
"ows: 


"If a player on the team which 


ast kicked the ball so touches or 
recovers it, the opponents may put 
t in play at the spot where he first 
touches it. If they do not choose to 
exercise this privilege after the ball 
jecomes dead, the touching of the 
sail shall be disregarded. If the 
ticking team recovers the ball it 
is dead at the point of recovery." 


Before the change the article read: 
"If a player on the team which 


last kicked the ball so touches or 
recovers it, the opponents may put 
it in play either at the spot where 
he touched it or where the ball be- 
comes dead. If the kicking team 
legally recovers the ball, it is dead at 
the point of recovery." 


Such illegal touching or recovery 


of a ball kicked in scrimmage is not 
to be regarded as a foul and for this 
reason does not offset a foul by the 
opposing team.

A group of thirty, comprised of 


ministers and civic leaders, includ- 
ing the Rev. Harry Lewis, pastor of 
he Methodist church of this city, 
visited and inspected the county 
lonor camp in the Big Dalton can- 
yon on Thursday. The members of 
he party were the guests of Colonel 
I. E. Frith, head of the contact de- 
>artment of the sheriff's office, and 
1. E. Needham of Glendora, chap- 
ain of the camp. 


On arriving at the camp, located 


on the summit of the mountain 
range five miles from the mouth of 
he canyon, the party was welcomed 
ay Capt. F. L. Starkey, superinten- 
dent <of the various honor camps 
:hruout the county. Following an 
inspection of the buildings and ac- 
commodations provided for the men, 
lunch was served in the large dining 
room overlooking the San Gabriel 
canyon. 


The camp is located at an altitude 


of 2400 feet. The men are engaged 
in the construction of a road which 
will ultimately connect this valley 
by direct route with the Los Ange- 
les county park at Big Pines. Nine 
miles of this road has already been 
built by the honor men, and the 
grade and character of construction 
compare favorably with any road 
in the county. At no point is the 
grade in excess of 6 per cent and 
the camp can be reached from Co- 
vina in 40 minutes. From several 
points on the road the vistas are 
equal to any that can be found on 
the western slopes of the Sierras. 


This camp is one of six now main- 


tained by the county. In these 
camps 300 to 400 honor prisoners 
are kept at all times. The men are 
employed exclusively in the build- 
ing of mountain roads and the work 
shows a saving to the county during 
the past year of $235,000 over and 
above the cost of maintaining the 
camps. The men receive a stated 
salary of 50 cents a day. The camps 
are maintained entirely on the honor 
system and ail guards are unarmed. 
During the past year only twelve 
men sought to escape, and of these 
nine were retaken. No guards are 
maintained during the night and the 
men sleep in open bunk houses.

Much of the credit of the effort of 


Los Angeles county to rehabilitate 
these men is due to Sheriff William 
I. Traeger. Nine years ago Traeger 
tackled this problem with character- 
istic vigor. While realizing that un- 


der present conditions in our penal 
institutions only a comparatively 
small number of men could be put 
at useful work, nevertheless he de- 
termined to make a start.. The re- 
sult was the first honor camp was 
founded in 1921, and since then five 
others have been'placed hi opera- 
tion. These camps are located in the 
mountains at various points in the 
county, and each one houses from 
45 to 60 men. Two of them are es- 
pecially designed for failure-to- 
provide cases; the other four have 
been occupied by prisoners who 
have good records in jail. 


The men are living in healthful 


and congenial surroundings; do eight 
hours of hard work on mountain 
roads each day except Sunday, and 
are saving the county money. Those 
in the four regular camps are paid 
for their work at the rate of 50 
cents a day, which is handed them 
on their release. They are, how- 
ever, permitted to draw $3 per 
month for personal use while they 
are in camp. If, however, they have 
dependants, this moriey is used for 
their partial support. In this way 
not only is the prisoner built up 
physically and mentally, but during 
he period of his incarceration he is 
argely removed from the shoulders 


>f the taxpayers as an economic 
mrden. 


The failure-to-provide camps are 


run somewhat differently, and the 
>ayments made by the county vary 
rom $1 to $2 per day, according to 
he number dependent. These fund: 
are handed to the families of the 
prisoners. 


It is considered a reward to be 


chosen to go to one of these camps, 
and consequently there is a good 
morale among the men working 
there. 


Duting the lunch hour on the day 


ihe visitors were there Chaplain C 
E. Needham explained to the mem- 
bers of the party that there was a 
crying need in all these camps for 
a library building which could be 
used in the nature of a recreation 
hall on weeks days and for religious 
services on Sundays. The sum o 
$450 to $500 would supply this'need 
in any one camp.

The net amount to be returned

sizes for eastern trade.

More Rainf all 


in Covina Area 


Thursday Noon 


For the first time in five months 
ain fell in sufficient quantity in 
Covina yesterday to form good-sized 
puddles and flow thru gutters. Sus- 
picious-looking 
clouds have been 


threatening the valley for two 
weeks, breaking the dry season 
Monday of last week, but nothing 
more than a spattering of the side- 
walk resulted at that time. 


S t a r t i n g at approximately 11 


o'clock yesterday morning, precipi- 
tation increased to a man-sized rain 
by 11:30. By noon the rain guage 
located at the Southern Pacific 
depot indicated a total of 15 hun- 
dredths of an inch, and rain con- 
tinued until 2 o'clock, to make a 
total of 20 hundredths, or one-fifth 
of an inch. This was nothing like 
the first sizeable rain of last year, 
one-half inch, on September 18th, 
which was considered a downpour, 
but it did cause unusual activity 
among noon-hour citizens and chil- 
dren.
